SOCIAL  CONDITIONS . 


There  has  been  no  change  from  previous  years  in  the 
Social  Conditions  of  the  residents.  Vvork  in  the  Cotton  Sheds  has 
not  been  wersteady  and  cenditi ms  appear  likely  to  degenerate  as 
long  as  the  war  effort  has  to  be  s’-mtained.  'Conditions  in 
outlying  areas  have  not  varied  - Dairy  farming  being  still  the  main 
employment.  •'•More  land  is  being  ploughed  for  the  production  of 
food  crops  of  all  kinds. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  number  of  evacuees 
from  Bradford  and  district  dwindled  until  there  were  only  fonr 
left  from  that  evacuation  area  In  the  last  three  m-^n^ths  of 
the  year  'this  area  had  to  pr-:ivide  accommodation  for  London 
evacuees  and  approximately  200  mothers  and  ''hildren  were  housed. 

At  the  same  time  many  private  evacuees  came  from  bombed  areas  and 
were  housed  by  the  residents  of  the  distri'-t  slso  acooramodafclon 
was  obtained  by  the  wives  a-'d  dependants  of  a military  ’init  whi 
were  billetted  in  the  district. 

Many  if  the  younger  residents  left  the  district  fir 
Military  service  bi'’t  the  influx  of  evacetees  and  others  as  stated 
above  kept  the  available  houses  well  filled. 

The  scheme  of  evacuation.  wor’':ed  smoothly  and  the 
general  health  of  "the  district  was  good  and  was  not  affected  by 
the  presence  of  evacuees  and  their  children. 
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There  was  no  particular  oause  of  sickness  or  invalidity 
during  the  year  and  conditions  of  employment  did  not  have  any 
prejudicial  effect  ^n  health

REFUSE  REMOVAL  AND  DISPOSAL. 

Household  refuse  was  collected  and  d.isposed  as  in  previous 
years.  The  only  change  was  in  collection  v/hen  the  Council's  own 
horse  was  used  for  four  days  each  week  instead  of  two  days.  Hired 
horses  were  only  used  on  exceptional  occasions. 

The  weight  of  refuse  collected  during  the  year,  based  on  test 
weighing  each  week,  was  approximately  15,205  tons  which  v/ere  removed 
in  1,254  cartloads  and  87  motor  loads.  An  increase  weight  was  noted 
during  the  last  quarter  in  comparison  to  the  previous  quarter  in  1939, 
due  to  the  occupation  of  many  of  the  empty  houses  and  the  influx  of 
evacuees  etc.

The  work  in  connection  v;ith  billeting  again  took  up  some  time, 
particularly  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  when  iviothers  and 
C?iildren  were  evacuated  from  London.  Three  batches  were  received, 
nnrabering  69  adult s,  and  II9  children,  all  of  whom  were  either  billeted 
with  householders  or,  where  the  families  were  found  to  be  unsuitable 
for  billeting  on  private  householders,  in  houses  which  had  been 
requisitioned  and  furnished  for  the  purpose.  At  the  close  of  the  year 
thtrjre  were  223  evacuees  ebc.  , in  the  district  in  comparison  with  36  in
